ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  1954. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District 
Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Rural 
District  of  Beverley  for  1954. 

Statistics.  The  corrected  Deatli  Rate  of  11.68  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  average  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  cardiac  disease,  84  cases; 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  42  cases;  and  cancer,  31 
cases. 

The  correctjed  Birth  Rate  is  16.88,  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  is  25.5  per  1,000  live  births. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Tuberculosis.  During  1954,  there 

was  a minor  outbreak  of  measles  and  91  cases  were  notified.  The 
next  most  common  condition  was  scarlet  feiver  with  a total  of  21 
cases.  However,  both  of  these  diseases  are  now  comparatively 
mild  and  the  complications  can  be  readily  controllied  by  modern 
therapy.  Only  3 cases  of  confirmed  poliomyelitis  occurred  during 
the  3"ear  as  compared  with  18  in  1953.  There  was  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  from  11  in  1953  to 
19  in  1954,  and  4 deaths  were  attributed  to  tuberculous  infection 
of  the  res})iratory  system.  Every  effort  is  made  by  the  local  health 
authority  to  follow  up  ail  tubereulous  families  and  contacts  are 
encouraged  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  wherever  possible  for  any 
necessary  investigation.  A copy  of  the  home  circiumstances  report, 
coin})leted  by  the  Health  Visitor,  is  sent  to  the  Chest  Physician 
in  each  case. 

4'he  total  niund)er  of’  infectious  diseases  notified  during  this 
year  is  c^)nsideral)ly  less  than  in  any  year  since  1946. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  256  persons  were 
vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated,  as  against  277  in  1953.  Whilst 
tliis  is  satisfactory  as  compared  with  other  areas  throughout 
I Ik*  country,  it  is  still  below  the  vaccination  rate  which  gives 
rornplefe  (>roteclioM  agaitist  the  introduction  of  smallpox  into  the 
district.  'I’he  r(*sid(*nts  of  the  Rural  District  should  always  bear 
in  mind  that  they  arc*  in  close  proximity  to  the  port  of  Kingston- 
iipon  IIiill,  where  there  is  a real  danger  eyf  smallpox  occurring. 
'To  g-iiard  against  the  risk  of  iideclion,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  the.  \'acci nation  of  children  in  the  area  should  be  as  complete 
as  [K>ssil)l<,‘. 

A t/»tal  of  195  children  wa*re  immunised  during  the  year. 
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Milk  and  Food.  A total  of  6 samples  were  taken  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Lalboratory,  where  they  were  tested  for  the 
presence  of  tuberculosis  and  brucella  abortus . One  proved  positive 
for  the  latter  and  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  infoirmed. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  on  a bottle  of  milk  which, 
on  examination,  was  found  to  contain  a piece  of  string  firmly 
adhering  to  the  bottom  of  the  bottle.  Visits  were  made  to  the 
bottling  plant  concerned. 

There  were  32  inspections  made  to  the  50  Registered  Food 
Premises  in  the  Rural  District.  All  these  premises  were  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 


Disposal  of  Condemned  Foods.  The  method  of  disposal  of 
condemned  food  is  governed  by  such  factors  as  the  condition  giving 
rise  to  condemnation,  the  quantity  involved,  the  type  of  food,  etc. 
In  view  of  this,  no  hard  and  fast  rules  are  laid  down,  but  generally 
disposal  will  fall  under  the  following  headings  : — 


Type  of  Food. 

Carcase  meat  and  offals. 

Foodstuffs  condemned  at  Hospitals, 
Schools  and  other  large  Institut- 
tions. 

Small  quantities  of  foodstuffs  con- 
demned on  complaint  by  private 
individuals.

Housing.  The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  in  the  Rural 
District  is  estimated  to  be  6,018.  The  Council  have  completed 
811  new  houses  since  the  War.  This  figure  included  692  permanent, 
51  temporary  pre-fabricated  bungalows  and  68  converted  Army 
huts. 

S6W6F8ge.  The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
held  an  Inquiry  regarding  a Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 
for  the  Leven  and  Brandesburton  area.  This  Scheme  was  approved 
in  principle,  but  in  view  of  altered  circumstances,  an  alternative 
Scheme  is  being  prepared  to  deal  separately  with  the  village  of 
Leven.  Schemes  have  also  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
the  villages  of  Melton  and  Tickton. 

Repeated  representations  were  made  to  the  Ministry  on  the 
urgency  of  the  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  village  of  South  Cave, 
following  which  Ministerial  approval  was  given  and  work  was 
commenced  during  the  year. 

Watei*.  Negotiations  with  the  Pocklington  and  the  Howden 
Rural  District  Council  regarding  the  Co-ordination  Scheme  were 
continued,  and  appreciable  progress  was  made  in  the  completion 
of  various  works  in  the  Pocklington  District  which  should  materially 
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increase  the  amount  of  water  available  from  Newh'ald  Pumping 
Station  for  distribution  within  the  district. 

Various  extensions  of  niiains  were  made  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  new  housing  estates,  and  negotiations  with  the  Ministries 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  of  Agriculture  were 
continued  with  the  object  of  solving  this  eomplex  and  expensive 
problem  of  supplies  for  outlying  farms. 

Staff.  The  Council  agreedl  in  principle  to  the  separation  of 
the  Surveyor’s  and  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Departments  to  take  effect 
from  the  1st  April,  1955.  This  step  has  become  necessary  in  the 
interests  of  efficiency  and  in  order  to  enable  the  'Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  devote  their  full  time  to  the  duties  involved. 

I wish  bo  express  my  thanks  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for 
his  support  in  this  and  other  niiatters  during  the  year.  I woiuld 
also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Council  and 
Officials  for  their  co-operation  and  willing  help  in  all  public  health 

matters.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  Registrar  General  has  notified  his  estimation  of  the 
population  at  mid  1954  as  21,620,  whieh  is  an  increase  of  300 
over  the  figure  for  1953. 

Births.  There  were  314  live  births  registered  in  the  Rural 
District  during  1954.  Of  these,  163  were  males,  and  151  females. 
This  is  1 less  than  in  1953.  There  were  9 illegitimate  biths,  6 
males  and  3 females,  and  the  birth  rate  was  16.38  as  compared 
with  16.69  the  previous  year. 

Still  Births.  There  were  8 still  births  during  the  year, 
5 males  and  3 femiales. 

Deaths.  During  the  year  there  were  248  deaths,  137  males 
and  111  females,  being  an  increase  of  4 compared  with  the  figure 
for  1953.  The  death  rate  was  11.68  as  compared,  with  11,94  in 
1953. 

Infant  Mortality.  There  were  8 infant  deaths  during  1954, 
5 males  and  3 females,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  25.5  per  1,000  liive 
births. 

Tuberculosis  Death  Rate.  The  tuberculosis  death  rate  was 
0.18  per  1,000  of  the  population.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  for  pathological  examina- 
tion are  sent  to  the  Laboratories  at  the  Hull  and  Beverley  hospitals 
and  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull. 

Bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water  and 
ice-cream  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  bi  Hull. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including 
infectious  diseases)  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as 
the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Clinics.  Tuberculosis — A Clinic  was  held  each  Thursday  after- 
noon at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley. 

Venereal  Disease — A Clinic  was  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill 
Street,  Hull.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District  Council. 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
1954. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


In  addition  to  the  Cbuncil,  there  Is  one  statutory  Water 
Undertaking  and  a private  Estate  Company  supplying  water  in 
the  Rural  District.  The  areas  of  supply  are  as  follows  : —

Most  of  the  water  required  to  supply  the  Council’s  statutcxry 
area  was  obtained  in  bulk  from  Water  Works  at  NortJh  Newbald 
owned  by  the  Howden  Runal  District  Council,  and  other  bulk 
sui)plies  were  obtained  from  Driffield  Rural  District  Council  and 
I lie  Lever  ley  Corporation. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  bulk  supplies,  water  was 
also  obtained  from  the  ('ouncil’s  Springs  at  'South  Cave. 

All  water  was  chlorinated  at  source,  and  all  samples  taken 
from  main  siii)i)lies  proved,  on  examination,  to  be  satisfactory. 

As  a result  of  the  eomjiletion  of  the  necessary  wPlrks,  it  was 
[KjssihU*  lo  put  inlo  operalicm  llie  Co-ordination  Scheme,  and  the 
Council  were  alile  to  miainlain  adeqiuate  supplies  throughout  the 
year. 

I'urllier  discussions  liave  taken  place  during  tlie  year  in  con- 
nc<  lion  wilh  lli<‘  Co-ordinal  ion  Scheme  and  various  additional  works 
aic  iLiifler  considiM-alion.  In  parlicular,  schemes  are  in  pireparation 
ff;r  additional  storage  acconiinodiation  in  the  <listrict. 

Existing  mains  and  installations,  including  Pumiping  'Stations 
at  North  Ncwhald  and  Walkington,  and  Reservoirs  at  High 
Ilunsicy,  Walkington  ami  South  Cave,  were  given  regular  super- 
vision and  inainlenanee. 
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The  following  new  woriks  were  completed  : — 

(a)  4<"  main  to  serve  the  School  at  Dalton  Holme. 

(b)  3"  main  to  serve  the  new  School  at  Leconfield. 

(c)  S"  main  to  serve  the  private  development  in  Westfield  Avenue, 

Molescrof  t . 

(d)  S"  main  to  serve  the  private  devetopment  at  South  Cave. 

(e)  8'^  main  to  se>rve  the  private  development  in  Hull  Road,  Wood- 

mansey. 

Schemes  foir  the  extension  of  water  mains  to  (a)  Everthorpe 
Prison  and  (b)  High  Gardham  were  in  course  of  preparation  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

A short  length  of  maim  in  Queensgate  Road,  Woodmansey, 
was  taken  over  from  the  Hull  Corporation  to  enable  a supply  to 
be  afforded  to  an  adjacent  farm. 

New  service  oonnections  were  afforded  to  37  new  houses,  14 
existing  houses  and  34  agricultural  and  other  properties. 

For  the  first  time  in  9 years,  the  total  quantity  of  water 
distributed  by  the  Couneil  has  shewn  a decrease  over  the  previous 
year,  due  for  the  most  part  to  a reduction  in  the  demand  for 
Victoria  Barracks,  Woodmansey. 

The  amount  of  water  distributed  from  South  Cave  Springs 
was  the  highest  since  the  new  reservoir  was  constructed  in  1950, 
being  'slightly  less  than  1 1 million  gallons.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Regular  attention  and  maintenance  were  given  to  all  existing 
sewers  and  drainage  ditches  and  also  tO'  the  under-mentioned 
installations : — 

(a)  5 Village  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

(b)  8 Housing  Estate  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

(c)  6 Sewage  Pumping  Stations. 

(d)  d Sewer  Outfall  Works. 

(e)  35  Housing  Estate  Septic  Tanks. 

The  following  new  works  have  been  completed  : — 

(a)  Housing  Estate  Sewers  at  Brough. 

(b)  Piping  in  of  part  of  the  open  Sewage  Dyke  at  Leven. 

(c)  Piping  of  a length  of  ditch  in  Long  Lane,  Wood^ 

mansey  (in  conjunction  with  the  Beverley  Corpora- 
tion). 

Following  repeated  representations  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  a starting  date  was  received  in  respect 
of  the  sewerage  of  South  Cave  village  and  the  Joint  Trunk  Sewer 
designed  to  serve  parts  of  the  Howden  Rural  District  and  the 
villages  of  South  Cave,  Ellerker  and  Newbald  in  the  Beverley 
Rural  District.  Works  commenced  on  both  these  Contracts  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  in  spite  of  adiverse  weather  conditions, 
satisfactory  progress  was  maintained.  It  is  hoped  that  on  com- 
pletion of  the  next  stage  of  the  Joint  Trunk  Sewer  it  will  be 
practicable  to  commence  work  on  the  sewering  of  Newbald. 

Authority  was  received  to  proceed  with  the  connection  of 
six  farms  in  Skidby  village  to  the  new  sewer. 

A starting  date  was  awarded  in  respect  of  a section  of  the 
Joint  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  Woodmansey  and 
for  the  village  of  Dunswell  in  the  adjoining  Haltemprice  Urban 
District. 

Early  in  the  year  an  enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  to 
consider  a Joint  Sewerage  and  IS e wage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the 
village  of  Leven  and  the  adjoining  village  of  Brandesburton  in 
the  Holderness  R'ural  District.  The  scheme  has  been  approved  in 
principle,  but  because  of  changed  circum,stances  it  is  now  proposed 
to  deal  with  Leven  as  a separate  scheme  and  revised  plans  are  in 
course  of  preparation. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  Elloughton  and  Brough  following 
substantial  housing  development,  a scherhe  is  in  preparation  for 
the  duplication  of  certain  lengths  of  outfall  sewer  and  for  enlarge- 
ment of  the  outfall  works. 

Schemes  for  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  the  villages 
of  Melton  and  Tickton  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  for  consideration. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  emptying  of  pail  closets 
and  ashpits  was  m!aintained  throughout  the  year,  with  some  delay  in 
collection  occurring  due  to  Bank  Holidays  and  other  causes  beyond 
control. 

Three  ivehicles  of  10  cub.  yds.  capacity  with  a driver  and 
three  loaders  each,  and  two  vehicles  of  7 cub.  yds.  capacity  with 
a driver  and  two  loaders  each  were  employed,  the  latter  being 
used  in  the  more  sparsely  populated  parishes  in  the  Northern  part 
of  the  District. 

The  Tip  at  Constitution  Hill,  Molescroft,  became  filled  during 
March,  and  a new  tip  at  Blue-Stones,  Walkington,  was  brought 
into  use  to  serve  the  Northern  parishes.  This  necessitated  an 
alteration  in  collection  areas  due  to  the  location  of  the  new  Tip. 
Tipping  in  the  Southern  parishes  at  the  old  Brickyard,  North 
Ferrib.v,  was  continued. 

Requests  were  received  from  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
R.A.F.  Station,  Leconfield,  to  collect  refuse  from  157  Married 
Quarters,  and  from  the  Conimanding  Officer  of  the  R.A.F.  Station, 
Sutton,  to  collect  from  36  newly  erected  Married  Quarters  and 
from  the  Camp  (64  bins).  The  Council  agreed  to  undertake 
collection  from  tliese  two  Stations  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  accordingly. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  refuse  was  being  collected  from.  5,303 
houses,  this  being  an  increase  of  333  over  the  previous  year.  These 
figures  include  the  Married  Quarteirs  mentioned  above. 

The  continued  growth  of  the  District  and  the  increased  demand 
for  refuse  collection  services  will  necessitate  consideration  being 
given  early  in  the  new  year  to  the  purchase  of  a larger  vehicle. 

HOUSING. 

Satisfactory  progress  continued  to  be  made  in  the  provision 
ot  new  houses,  and  the  folloAving  summary  gives  details  of  houses 
provided  by  the  Council  during  1954,  together  with  totals  of  all 
new  houses  |)rovided  since  1945.

Following  representations  by  the  Ministry,  it  was  decided 
that  every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  effect  clearance  of  the 
temporary  dwellings  at  White  Cross,  Leven,  and  West  Camp, 
Brough,  by  the  31st  December,  1956.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
of  the  18  original  hutments  at  White  Cross  Camp,  Leven,  8 were 
occupied,  the  reimainder  having  been  demolished  as  they  became 
vacant.  At  West  Camp,  Brough,  of  the  50  original  hutments, 
41  were  occupied  and  tenders  had  been  invited  for  the  demolition 
of  6.  Further  demolitions  will  take  place  as  soon  as  possession 
of  complete  blocks  can  be  obtained. 

Certain  improvements  to  pre-war  Council  houses  were  carried 
out,  and  included  the  installation  of  modern  ranges  and  hot  water 
systems  in  19  houses,  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  W.C.s  in 
12  houses,  and  the  installation  of  electricity  into  7 houses. 

Two  properties,  housing  three  families  and  held  on  requisition 
since  the  war,  were  de-requisitioned,  the  families  having  been 
re-housed  by  the  Council. 

Street  and  site  development  works  were  completed  at  Brough, 
providing  sites  for  200  houses  and  a number  of  shops.  The  con- 
struction of  footpaths  and  incidental  works  were  commenced  on 
the  housing  estates  at  North  Ferriby,  Lund,  Molescroft,  Swanland 
and  Woodmansey.  Plans  were  in  the  course  of  preparation  for  the 
development  of  a site  at  South  Cave. 

Negotiations  took  place  with  the  owner  of  three  condemned 
cottages  and  six  other  cottages  in  Swanland,  and  the  Council 
purchased  the  property  with  a view  to  future  re-development  of 
the  site. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  which  came  into 
operation  on  30th  August,  1954,  made  certain  amendments  to  the 
existing  Housing  Acts,  including  the  introduction  of  a new  standard 
of  fitness  for  human  habitation.  It  requires  local  authorities  to 
submit  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  their 
proposals  for  dealing  with  the  unfit  houses  in  their  District,  and 
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in  particular  asks  foir  details  of  the  first  five  years’  programme. 
To  provide  the  necessary  information  involves  revievring  the 
properties  which  are  already  condemned,  the  preparation  of  an 
estimate  of  the  number  of  properties  which  are  likely  to  be  con- 
demned, and  the  drawing  up  of  a programme  of  new  house 
construction  to  rehouse  the  families  which  will  be  displaced. 

The  Rural  Housing  Surivey  which  was  carried  out  in  the  years 
1946  to  1948  forms  a useful  source  of  geneiral  information,  but  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  will  be  involved  in  the  preparation 
of  data  to  enable  the  report  to  be  prepared. 

The  new  houses  required  as  a result  of  the  demoilition  pro- 
gramme may  in  some  cases  be  met  by  the  re-development  of 
condemned  house  sites  or  by  the  further  developmient  of  existing 
estates  where  accomimodation  is  available.  In  some  pari,shes  new 
sites  will  be  requiied. 

This  form  of  developiinent  in  small  groups  will  require  a large 
number  of  separate  contracts,  and  in  consequence  of  this,  the 
present  high  annual  rate  of  construction  is  not  likely  to  be  maim 
tained. 

HOUSING  ACTS. 

One  house  subject  to  a Demolition  Order  was  demolished 
during  the  year  and  three  Demolitioii  Orders  were  quashed  follow- 
ing the  carrying  out  of  extensive  works  of  repair.  The  position 
at  the  end  of  the  year  is  shown  in  the  following  table:  —

‘2.8  lioiis'cs,  and  in  all  hut  four  cases,  tlie  necessary  works  were 
carried  out.  Ahatcnient  Nolic(*s  were  served  under  the  Public 
llcaltli  Act,  I in  four  eases,  one  of  these  being  outstanding 

at  the  end  of  the  vear. 

With  regard  to  Improvement  Grants,  tlie  Council  operated 
the  provisions  of  the  I lousing  Acts  extensively.  2^2  applications 
were  received  and  grants  ofhu’ed  to  the  value  of  c£4,80'8.  Four 
a[)f>Iieat  ions  were  witluli  awn  and  one  deferred.  4’he  Cbuncil  also 
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made  advances  in  appropriate  cases  under  Section.  4?  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1949,  and  gave  guarantees  to  Building  Societies  under  Section 
5 of  that  Act.  . . ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ 

Applications  were  made  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  under 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1954,  in  respect  of  four  houses, 
this  given  in  each  case.  . 

MILK  & DAIRIES  REGULATIONS,  195.9. 

The  number  of  persons  retailing  milk  within  the  Rural 
District  and  registered  as  Distributors  under  these  Regulations 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  23,  5 persons  having  been  removed  from 
the  register  and  4 added.  Twio  premises  were  registered  as  Dairies.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Consequent  upon  the  decontrol  of  meat  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  and  the  duty  imposed  on  the  Council  by  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1954,  to  ensure  that  adeqiuate  slaughtering  facilities  were 
provided,  meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  adjoining 
Local  Authorities  and  also  with  the  various  butchers  in  the  area. 
The  Council  decided  to  licence  a total  of  8 private  slaughterhouses 
in  respect  of  which  applioations  had  been  received,  conditional 
upon  certain  works  of  improvement  being  carried  out. 

Linder  Ministry  Control,  no  slaughtering  for  human  con- 
sumption took  place  within  the  Rural  District,  and  decentralisation 
created  a considerable  amount  of  work  for  the  Department,  over- 
time being  necessary  to  ensure  that  adequate  inspection  was  carried 
out.  476  visits  were  miade  to  slaughterhouses  and  the  following 
carcases  were  inspected  : —

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  general  inspection  of  the  District  and  the  carrying  out 
of  treatiment  work  suffered  a severe  set-hack  during  the  year 
owing  to  the  prolonged  illness  of  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator, 
and  his  eventually  having  to  cease  employment  with  the  Council. 

A new  appointment  was  made  towards  the  end  of  October 
and  advantage  was  taken  of  the  training  facilities  madte  available 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Due  to  the  above  mentioned  difficulties,  the  number  of 
inspections  and  treatments  carried  out  were  less  than  in  previous 
years  and  a greater  number  of  major  infestations  developed.  How- 
ever, inspections  were  cariried  out  at  742  premises,  and  241  of  these 
were  found  to  be  infested  in  varying  degrees.  233  infestations 
were  treated  by  the  Council.  During  these  treatments,  baits  were 
laid  at  2,649  points,  and  1,082  bodies  were  picked  up,  the  actual 
kill  being,  of  oourse,  conisiderably  in  excess  of  this  figure. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  general  trend  in  the  rat  popula- 
tion, weather  conditions  and  many  other  factors  having  a bearing 
on  the  evidence  avaiilable.  I think  one  can  be  sure,  however,  that 
satisfactory  progress  is  being  made,  but  much  remains  to'  be  done 
as  regards  irat-proofing  buildings  where  foodstuffs  are  storied,  and 
particularly  on  farm  properties.
